THE DEATH OF POSTMASTER GENERAL 


HOWE. 


The public will be greatly shocked to 


learn that Postmaster General Timothy 
O. Howe, died at Kenosha on Sunday 
afternoon. This-aad news .will be receiv- 
ed with surprise because it was not gen- 
erally known that he was sick, While at 
Green Bay about a week ago he took a 
severe cold, but went to Kenosha to' visit 
his nephew Colonel James H. Howe, an d 
while there the cold resulted ia pneu- 
monia. He sank rapidly, with little hope 
ot recovering until Saturday, wuen his 
symptoms were much improved; but lato 
Saturday night he suffered a relapse, and 
died on Sunday afternoon at 2:20. 


A brief biograpical sketch of Judge 


Howe 
is 
herewith 
presented 
to 


the readers of the.Gazette: He was born 
atLivermoro, Mame.-Febrnary 24, 1816, 
and after receiving an academic educa- 
tion, studied law and was admitted to the 


bar. He was a member of the legislature 
ot.the state of Main, in 1815, in the latter 
part ot which year ho removed to Wis- 
consin, where he was elected a judge of 
Ihe circuit and supremo courts in 1850, 
and resigned in 1855. He was elected to 
tho United States senate as a Union re- 
publican, to succeed Charles Durkee, and 
took his seat in 1861. He was ro-eJected 
to the senate in 1867 and 1873, during 
these eighteen years holding important 
committee positions, and being one of 
the most prominent and influential mem- 
bers of that body. His term of office ex- 
pired March 3d, 1879, and then occurred 
,tbe famous triangular contest for his 
place, in which he, and Mr. E. W. Keyos 
and the Hon. Matt Carpenter were the 
participants. Mr. Carpenter was elected, 
and Judge Howe retired to Green Bay 
where he had lived tor more than 35 
years. Two years after his defeat for 
the 
senate, President .Garfield

pointed

commissioners 
sent by 


the United States to represent this gov- 
ernment in the international monetary 
congress at Paris, his associates being ex-

tioned as a possible member of President 
Arthur's cabinet.

Tho Cause of Death Attributed by the 


Physicians to Pneumonia, 


The Fatal Malady Contracted While 


Visiting »t Hlp.Old Homo In 


Green Bay. 


KENOSHA, Vtis., March 26.—This cqm- 


nuuity was shocked by tha unexpected an- 
jouncement of tha death of Hon. T. O. Howe, 
postmaster general, which occurred at tho rea- 
donco of MB nophew^CoL J. H. Howe, in this 
city, at half-past 3 o'clock" yesterday aftorn'oon. 
Judge Howo arrived in this city from Wash- 
ington two weeks ago last Thursday in oicel- 
lent health. 
Aftor remaining a few days ho

Sunday ho took a tog walk through the heavy 
enow-storm which'prevailed fcroaghoat the 
northwest and contracted a severe cold. Ho 
returned to thia city ot Monday fooling slightly 
indisposed and romainod in his room, though 
not confined to his bed untU Thursday, when 
ho was taken worse. Dr. Isham, of Chicago, 
was summoned and Dr. Sanndore, o* this city, 
also attended. The caae was nofthought seri- 
ous, however, and the patient apparently com- 
mancod to improve at onco. Ho had some 
fevor Thursday night, but oh Friday was 
feeling comfortable, and it was thought un- 
neooeasary to create 
any alarm on the 


part of his friends by announcing his ill- 
ness. Ho spent a comfortable night on Fri- 
day night, and Saturday morning was feeling 
much better—ao mneh so that nndor adviso of 
his physicians, CoL J. H. Howe tolegraphod 
tho eon of the postmaster general, that it- 
would bo nnneoossary for him to como to 
Wisconsin.

WASHDTGTOJJ, March 24.—Frequent 


inquiries aro mado horo by biisiness men aa to 
a probablo diminution of tho national ban!; 
circulation. Mr. John J, Knox, tho controller 
of tho currency, recently replied to a query 
of this kind' mado by a bank president Mr. 
Knox wrote: 


"I havo received your letter of tho Sth inst. 


in reference to tho probability of a largo ro- 
dncSoa in tho circulation of tho naliona.1 
banks ainoo the passage of the act of Marcli -i. 
National banks may deposit lawful money nncl 
take up thoir bonds in' amounts not greater 
than 93,000,000 per month. The prohibition of 
$8,000,000 a month does not, however, apply to 
deposits mado for the purpose ot withdrawing 
callsd bonds. See. 0 of the act of July 12, 
1SJ62, contemplates the redemption of their cir- 
culation of banks -whose corporate existence has 
boon extended, and requires such banks at 
tho end of throe years from tho dato of tho ex- 
tension to deposit lawful money for the pur- 
pose of redeeming tho remainder of their cir- 
culation.' Such notes may be replaced with 
notes .of now designs, or bonds may be with- 
drawn, not below the minimum amount pro- 
vided by law. There woro $54,000,000 of 3'yt 
per cent bonds outstanding on March 1,1833,, 
of which the national banks hold only about 
$14,000,000, and there are outstanding $207,- 
000,000 of SB, of which tho banks hold Jl'.IS,- 
000,000. 'Much tho greater part-I should oati-- 
.mat* nearly three-quarters—of tho S per cent. 
bonds held by the bonds aro among the first 
bonds Issued. Tho payment of bonds during 
tho next yoar will not, therefore, affect the 
securities hold by national banks to a groat ex- 
tent."

A london Fog. 


During five of the last seven days the 


city has ooen ensvvathed in a dark and 
palpable combination of mist 
and 


smoke which is known to the technical 
as a London fog. 
Business is. be- 


numbed by it, and for several days ve- 
hicles have not been able to move in tho 
streets. On Monday last a gentleman, 
and his wife started from tho Strand in 
a hansom cab to .come to my house, a 
distance of three-and-a-half miles. Cab- 
drivers are supposed to know tho city 
thoroughly, and they do. 
But my 


friends, after enduring tho anxiety and 
extreme tension which necessarily ac- 
companies moving in an almost, opaquo. 
atmosphere'for an hour, found them- 
selves on the bank of the Thames, near 
tho Tower of: London, having increased 
the distance to their destination two- 
and-a-half miles. 
Being near a cab- 


.stand, they discharged this driver and 
employed another. After three hours 
of attempt to return to their hotel they 
drove against a red-light danger-signal, 
which was to protect migratory citizens 
against a deep excavation in tho street 
Fortunately the pole and lamps had 
been placed thirty feet from the pit, 
otherwise horse, aid cab, andoccupants 
would have had a slim chance of escap- 
ing death, fortho light was not seen,:so 
dense was the fog,-until tho horse, ran 
against it. Tho cabman no\v refused-to 
risk his life and that of his horse in at- 
tempting to move in any direction; said, 
he woul<l make-no charge for his serv: 
ices so far, which is the moat conclusive, 
possible evidence of his earnestness, and 
would tie his.horse to the back of his.; 
vehicle until the fog lifted. 
Leaving 


him to his cheerless waiting, myfriends 
found near by a saloon, or, as it is 
known here, a "pub," which tho same 
is an abbreviation of public house. 


They found that they were in North- 


west London, far from their place or 
mine; but, fortunately, near the house 
of an acquaintance. 
Although tho 


friend lived in tho next street, they liad 
to employ two men with torches to lead 
them, the mist being so dense' that the 
torches had to be held so closely to the 
persons conducted that dropping em- 
bers ruined the dress of the lady.. Thus 
the befogged ones, 'after live hours of 
effort, neither got .to my house nor. to 
their own,'.and this,, too. in ths day- 
time. Several' months ago there was 
formed a society of scientists who pro- 
posed to discover.somQ means by which 
loo-could bo dissipated. Their efforts 
have not been attended by success as 
yet, nor have they given 'to the world 
any statements of the nature of their 
plans, or of tho results obtained. 
: Al-; 
though I have always, been able to 
make my way through its torturous 
streets and "misleading alleys with 
safetv, if'.rio.t' with ease, .there is noth-. 
ing short of dire necessity that .would 
inStice me to-go cut of the house when 
London, puts on :her. impenetrable veil, 
and even:its cab'horses get lost. 


The electric light has been found to 


bo utterly useless, and the strong rays 
,o£ a 50,000-caridle^power Brush lamp 
have lost their penetrative power and 
been 'dulled almost before they left tho 
carbon. Looking out from the window, 
as I write, across the narrow street, 
where there 'is usually .'a brilliantly- 
;lightecl shop, pr-store.as i:should.say:-in 
America,' which;•'frequently- :cast.;shad- 
ows^ into tho room, -although I know 
that a hundred gas-jots arc shining, 
there now, lean see nothing. . It would' 
be indeed a triumph for science and a 
•blessing for London if tho fogscould.be 
made to disappear. .1 have said that 
business was benumbed, many branches 
of trade brought "to an absolute -stand;- 
still,! omnibuses;:trams: .(street' cars),;
